The curriculum in- 
cludes Calculus, Geometry, Descrip- 
tive Geometry, fundamentals of 
Physics and Electricity, surveying, 
and a certain amount of military 
work.

The first Founder's Day cere. 
mony was held in the Medical 
Building at 1130 a.m. Following a 
tradition begun by the late Dr. Wil- 
liam Grant Stewart, each student 
of second year medicine was pre- 
sented with a specially bound copy 
of Osler's “Way of Life." 


Osler, who has been called “the 
Greatest practitioner of his day," 
was extolled by Dr. George Hall, 
who covered briefly the life of the 
great physician from birth, through 
his student and teaching days at 
McGill, his work in the United 
States and England, and his crea- 
tion as a baronet in 1911. Dr, F; 
Cyril James and Dean Fraser of the 
Faculty of Medicine, also addressed 
the students. 


As is the custom, an honour guard 
was mounted, at the tomb of James 
McGill in front of the Arts Build- 
ing. This guard was from a detach- 
ment of the Canadian Grenadier 
Guards, of which James McGill was 
the first colonel.

At 4 p.m. the Lieut.-Gov. and Dr. 
James arrived at the Molson Stad- 
lum and inspected the guard, which 
contained one unit each from the 
C.A.U.C., the C.O.T.C., the U.A.-T.C., 
and the U.N,.T.D. 


Addresses by Dr, F. Cyril James, 
Principal and Vice-Chancellor of 
the University, and Dean Macmil- 
lan oi the Faculty of Arts and 
Science were the highlights of the 
convocation. Dr, James welcomed 
the graduates, students and guests 
to the Convocation. In his address 
he pictured the world through the 
eyes of a historian a hundred years 
from now, when the bicentennial of 
the university would be celebrated. 
He pictured a world in which “the 
wounds of humanity have been 
healed and the freedoms of the At- 
Jantic Charter attained.” The prin- 
cipal expressed the feeling that this 
historian of the future “will note 
with filial pride the names of Mr- 
Gill men and McGill women who 
made outstanding contributions to 
the development of the community 
in. which the bicentennial wil! be 
celebrated.”

He conclud- 
cd with—"“I hope that the two mot- 
toes of McGill may inspire you. Our 
founder's quict “trust in God" un. 
derlies the certainty that “by work 
all things increase and grow.” 


Dr. Macmillan Speaks 


Dean Macmillan, of the Faculty 
of Arts and Science, delivered the 
main address. He reviewed the 
early history of the faculty, men- 
tioning-that the faculty was openeti 
at a time when Canada was “in a 
state of turbulence and disunity,” 

He said that “the Faculty has 
striven to give to its students a 
balanced program of education." 
“Here they have known the best 
Ideals of literature, ancient and 
modern, where are charted’ the 
successes and failures of indivi- 
duals and human society and tho 
reasons for both.” 

Dean Macmillan said that “the 
only intelligent way to test the et- 
fectiveness of an educational sys- 
tem or Faculty after the. lapse of 
a century is to examine its ‘pro- 
duct—the record of the living and 
the dead.” He felt that th graduates 
of Arts and Science had been well 
prepared to face the problems and 
tribulations of modern society.. 

Dean Macmillan then addressed 
a few words to the new students, 
stressing the severity of the world 
today, and the responsibility of the 
university in these times. 

Dean Macmillan concluded. with 
this quotation from Carlyle “Well is 
our treasure now laid up, the fair 
image of the past. Here rests it in 
marble undecaying; in your hearts 
also it lives, it works. Travel, travel 
back into life. Take along with you 
into the, future this holy earnest- 
ness of the past for earnestness 
alone makes life eternal.’* 


University presented the Right Rev- 
erend John Harkness Dixon, Lord 
Bishop of Montreal, describing him 
as “a scholar and a philosopher, he 
possesses and exercises to the publie 
good the gifts of great judgment, 
sympathetic tact, modesty, and wise 
understanding..Dr. James conferred 
on Rev. Dixon the degree of Doctor 
nf Laws, honoris causa. 

Maj.-Gen. Sir Eugene Fiset was 
introduced by Dean Macmillan, 
who described him as “noted for 
his qualities of head and heart, his 
unlimited hospitality and kindness; 
his fluent and apathic speech, his 
efforts to promote unity and har- 
mony among Canada's races and 
creeds” and commented on his il- 
Justrious career. Dr. James con- 
ferred on Sir Eugene Fiset the 
degree of Doctor of Laws, honoris 
causa. ; 

The Convocation Prayer was 
opened by the Reverend W. A. 
Fergyson. Candidates were pre- 
sented for certificates and degrees 
by Professors J. R. Fraser, Douglas 
Clarke, W. H. Brittain, Macmillan, 
J. J. O'Neill, C. S. LeMesurier, and 
D. L: Thompson. The Scholarship 
winners’ were presented to Dr, 
James by Mr, Maltews. ;

Women Who Smoke 


(The following article by a pro- 
minent member of U.M.S.U. poli- 
tics who does not reveal his auth- 
o:ship, is published in the hope 
that it will serve as a warning to 
those most innocent of all crea- 
tures, the co-eds of the University.) 

In the face of an extremely seri- 
ous situation, it was felt that an ar- 
ticle of protest should be made pub- 
licly in The’Manitoban expressing 
indignation at an increasing evil 
prevalent in our University that has 
reached such serious proportions 
that to disregard or tolerate the 
matter in silent for any further 
length of time would be a derelic- 
tion indeed, of our duty as safe- 
guard of morals, integrity, and well- 
being of the students of our Uni- 
versity, and that such a protest be 
directed specifically and sternly 
against the women students of the 
University who smoke. Once <a 
woman assumes the habit of smok- 
ing, the habit soon becomes a vice 
of such serious proportions that it 
is a sin. This being so, women who 
smoke are immoral. . 


Such a judgment is made upon 
several considerations, First, smok- 
ing in woman is ‘an unclean habit 
and uncleanliness is a vice in the 
eyes of God. Secondly, it destroys 
at once whatever personal decency 
or personal integrity a woman 
might at all possess, and a woman 
who smokes, having lost her. de- 
cency, has lost perhaps. the only 
viriue she can at all lay claim to, 
and having lost her integrity, has 
lost her soul, and without a doubt 
in the mind of an intelligent person 
her path for the future is darkly 
wrought with evil. Smoking in 
woman is a vice even more vicious 
than prostitution, and there is a 
proof of that, for while a woman 
in prostitution is merely following 
the natural desires of her own 
body, a woman who smokes can lay 
claim to no such God-given urge, 
but only a voluntary acceptance of 
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sin, upon the assumed desire to do 
wrong. 


But regardless of all this, women 
do smoke, and the damnable ‘thing 
about it is that there is not one that 
knows how, Perhaps they are all 
too self-conscious, setting out to be 
smart by smoking and they can 
never be at case doing so. They are 
not entirely unaware that it is 
wrong for a girl to smoke: their 
parents no doubt have, or should 
have, pointed out the distinction 
betwecn virtue and vice, and be- 
cause of this they assume the most 
awkward poses in attempting to 
smoke—the cigarette will dangle 
from their lips, or will be placed 
squarely in the centre of the mouth 
to flap madly up and down when 
attempting to converse across the 
table. 


To inhale is quite beyond the 
ablilty of any woman; the smoke is 
either held in the mouth in the insin- 


‘cere and quite obvious attempt to 


rended the impression of inhaling, 
or it will be gulped in a large lump 
down the throat, and a look of a 
child who has swallowed a spoon or 
other foreign object will come over 
the smoker's face, until after a pro- 
longed period a column of smoke 
will be directed upwards, curling 
with the utmost degree of sophisti- 
cation. All the while this process 
is accompanied by a continual, nay, 
continuous tapping of the cigarette 
by the forefinger. And in this we 
have the typical picture of the 
Manitoba co-ed; in one hand hold- 
ing a coke, with a straw invariably 
coated with two inches of lipstick, 
a cigarette in the other hand, and 
while puffing occasionally and be- 
tween intermittent shricks, will at- 
tempt to nibble a sandwich, This 
is altogether too disgusting—it has 
ruined thousands of lunches of the 
men on the campus, it is guaranteed 
to make anyone sick, and because of 
this many students have dropped 
out of University altogether. 


Women smoke because they think 
it is the smart thing to do and don't 
consider how much they sacrifice to 
be smart, or they smoke because 
they want to show they are the 
equals of men and don't consider 
how much of the finer qualities of 
feminine cleanliness, modesty, or 
decency as women arc lost by stoop- 
ing to equality in this respect, and 
thus losing their unique virtues, 
how far they fall short of the at- 
tempt to gain equality. Perhaps the 
whole matter is not so serious nor 
indicative of so much evil; perhaps 
all such girls need is a good spank- 
ing. . 

But deserving of even harsher 
condemination and contempt are 
the women on.the staff of the Uni- 
versity who smoke in public. They 
should be shot. Their age and posi- 
tion make this vice altogether un- 
natural, and while one should like 
to entertain some respect towards 
them because of their age, it is too 
impossible when they can be scen 
In groups smoking publicly in our 
cafeteria, Because of the example 
they set to the students, and be- 
cause In them the vice of smoking 
is altogether too disgusting, it fs 
felt that the Senate should attempt 
to impose some restrictions ‘upon 
women such as these, 


There is one further note to be 
made—to those girls on the campus 
who do not smoke. Of this group 
there will be scme to whom these 
remarks need not apply, for they 
6till retain a sufficient sense of 


feminine Integrity and personal de- 
cency not to smoke. But to the rest 
who do not smoke but would na- 
turally in the course “of events bo 
Induced to pick up the vice by their 
girl-friends or because they feel 
they shouldn’t refuse a cigaretid 
again and again, this sincere plea 
is made: please do not begin smoke 
ing. Whether or not you agree that 
smoking is a vice in woman, being 
immoral and unclean, and though 
the arguments that smoking dese 
troys both your personal Integrity 
and decency count to you but little, 
then surely it should be a conside 
eration, however small, that by not 
smoking you will gain and retain 
the respect and admiration ot the 
men on the campus. Should you 
counter this statement by clainung 
that boys offer you cigarettes, and 
the boy-friend says he doesn’t care 
if you do smoke, the answer is made 
that it depends upon the company 
you keep, In the natural course of 
events, a man has no reason to dee 
sire that woman do be virtuous, 
in fact the exact opposite would be 
the usual end and be-all of his ate 
tentions. A man won't stop seeing a 
woman because she smokes, for the 
looser her morals, and the less her 
virtues, the more attractive she bes 
comes as a Woman in fact, and the 
ultimate goal is that of the prostl- 
tute, +
